transportation 
and agricu ltu re. 
Many Men Needed. 
“The WMC informs me that 
right now the Hastings ammu ni­ 
tions d epot has bona fid e ord ers 
for 2,5 00 men and women; the 
Max on Constru ction Co., Hastings, 
for 200; the Mead plant for 400; 
the Cornhu sk er plant at Grand 
Island for 300,” the general said . 
“Omaha has manpower ord ers to­ 
taling 8 ,000 and Lincoln has or­ 
d ers for 1,7 00. In ad d ition there 
are the manpower need s of trans­ 
portation and agricu ltu re. We are 
cou nting u pon men ov er 29 to help 
reliev e these shortages and they 
won’t help if they d on’t stick to 
essential jobs.” 
Since d eferment req u irements 
for men ov er 29 were relax ed on

surgery. 
The 
apothecary 
was trained in the 
sam e way, never learned any sur­ 
gery and corresponded to the in­ 
ternist or general practitioner of 
our day. 
O bstetrics was in the hands 
f 
the 
m idwives. 
Then, 
as 
the 
science of anatom y and m iscro- 
scopy and physiology and k now l­ 
edge of bacteria grew, it was seen 
that those fundam ental principles 
w ere 
necessary 
for 
all 
practi­ 
tioners to k now and we had an 
era when, w hile there w eie a few 
specialists, m ost doctors practiced 
in all fields. 
New Type Specialist. 
Then k now ledge w idened still 
further 
and 
the 
technical pro­ 
cedures in such fields as the eye 
and surgery becam e so com pli­ 
cated that a m an had to devote 
his whole life to the acquirem ent 
of the definite sk ills and the new 
age of specialism developed. 
We are living in that era and 
we will probably .lever get away 
from the specialist again, but of 
late a new conception has come 
over every doctor’s thought which 
leads us back once m ore to the 
general practitioner. 
This is the 
conception of the whole m an. 
It 
has been nam ed psycho-som atic 
m edicine— from psyche— soul, and 
som a—body. 
Basically it calls attention to 
the age old idea that w hen a man 
is sick , w hen he has a fever, not 
only his body is sick , but also his 
soul. 
And w hen you give a m an 
a drug to treat his sick ness the 
drug affects not only his body but 
also his soul. 
The m ore com plicated a m an is 
the 
m ore 
com plicated 
his 
life 
situation is, the m ore factors en­ 
ter into the picture. 
Economic 
factors, social factors and psy­ 
chological factors. 
Som etim es a 
patient is never cured until he 
changes 
his 
job 
or 
the 
town 
w here 
he 
lives, 
or, 
fam iliar 
enough in these days of divorce, 
changes his wife. 
Even the 
industrial 
surgeons 
have 
found 
that 
they 
cannot 
practice full preventive m edicine 
unless they find out about w hat 
k ind of m an they are dealing 
w ith. 
For instance, I have a study be­ 
fore me m ade by Dr. Flanders 
D unbar, of New York , on the de­ 
tection of w’ork ers w ho are prone 
to have accidents in an industrial 
plant. 
Now certainly an accident is a 
m atter of m edical or surgical in­ 
terest. 
And, of course, a m an is 
prone to have acciderrts if he is 
too young or too weak , or par­ 
tially deaf or blind, ‘ But elim in­ 
ating all such physical considera­ 
tion* there is a k ind of person­ 


ality who is accident-prone and
